The council referred the mat-

Orr was immediately inform- 
ed that his permit to put up 
the antenna had been appealed 
and his building permit for it 
withdrawn, according to City 
Planner Bob Gray. 

Tuesday night, with the an- 
tenna in position, there came 
more technicalities. 

First, a petition signed by 
23 Stanford Hills residents — 
neighbors of Orr’s—was read. 
It described the device as “in- 
consistent with the intent of 
planned growth,” a “nuisance 
. injurious to property and

Yarman Stone, 45 Campbell 
lane, said that 12 out of 16 fam- 
ilies in the subdivision were 
opposed to the tower, on the 
basis of its appearance even 
when collapsed.

Menlo Park’s assessed valus 
is more than estimated in the 
1960-61 budget, City Manager 
John R. Johnson told city coun- 
cilmen Tuesday, and the 
change may lessen the amount 
of a potential property tax in- 
crease. 

The city manager said that 
‘igures released by the county 
ind state show an 8.4 per cent 
ncrease in value. 

He had estimated in the 
budget an assessed value of 
$47,750,000, and the county 
has come up with a $48,875,- 
160 total. 

On the current tax rate, this 
vould mean $7300 more tax in- 
‘ome, Councilman Ire Bonde 
2stimated. 

“Does this mean we won’t 
nave to increase the rate?” 
Mayor William R. Lawson ask- 
2d Johnson. 

“It’ll help,” the city manager 
replied. 

The city’s tax rate has not 
yet been set, but indications 
were a hike was coming when 
final fimancial figures are in 
and computed. Some budget 
cuts had been anticipated to 
keep the tax hike within the 
limit of a few cents.

Loris Ferrari, property man- 
agement specialist who resides 
at 1020 Florence lane, forced 
the contest by filing recently. 
The election will be the first 
to be held in the district since 
1957, when three incumbents 
also were challenged.

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As We See It: 


Three ‘Clutters’: Aerials, 
Noisiness—and Laws 


Inthe western reaches. of Menlo Park last week, there 
were discussions going on concerning the propricty of a 
resident’s use of a collapsible, 75-foot radio antenna. And 
in the eastern reaches of the city, there were talks pend- 
ing concerning the amount of noise which should be 
allowed to emanate from one of the city’s industrial estab- 
lishments. 


There are all kinds of laws and regulations — mainly 
good ones, to be sure — designed to keep Menlo Park the 
kind of a town in which we all want to live. 

In future time, there may be more such laws passed for 
the general good. 

But let’s take care. Let’s not pass too many regu- 
lations, some of which might overlap and others of 
which would be oppressive to some segment of the 
community. 

The jet noise and the radio antenna, we might 
consider, are phenomena of the age in which we live. 

No law in the world will eliminate the noise of jets 
flying over Menlo Park; a law regulating their use in 
testing by a local industry might stop up a source of the 
noise, but another major effect, probably, would be to put 
that company at a competitive disadvantage when it comes 
to testing new devices. 

And though we like to think of Menlo Park as a 
“purely residential” bedroom community, the tax base and 
payroll provided by a major company are nice things to 
have. 

The radio antenna? Twenty years ago, before the 
age of television, there were no grids against the sky, as 
there are now. The first person to buy one in any given 
neighborhood probably heard a few sidelong remarks 
about its appearance and its “ability to devaluate prop- 
erty.” 

The remarks were probably loudest in areas where 
television reception was poorest and in some of these areas 
the TV aerials approach in size the 75-foot device con- 
sidered obnoxious in Stanford Hills. 

We don’t know what the future holds but there’s a 
good possibility that as science and advance, 
the world is going to get noisier and nuttier and the hori- 
zons more cluttered with antennas, steerable dishes, power 
poles, stellar navigation aids, satellite trackers, and what- 
not.

Let's not be too hasty about passing laws against 
them though, until we take stock of ourselves individually. 
Do we not all have radios in our cars? Are not fortunes 
being made from the sale of noisy auto mufflers? Are not 
the baseball scores received in the bosky dells of our 
favorite samp-sites, via loud transistor radios?

More Classrooms 
Still a Need Here 


This week, a report made up after two and a half 
years of conscientious work by a sincere group of citizens 
was published. It stated, in essence, that the high schools 
we have could do more work only if certain drastic steps, 
such as a four-quarter year or double sessions, were insti- 
tuted. 

Though the committee didn’t say it favored any of the 
alternatives — or that it present practices 
which would require construction of at least three more 
high schools in the Sequoia District area before 1970 — we 
rather incline to favor a continuation of present practices. 

Part of our sympathies are merely sentimental. We 
all went to high school for six hours a day, five days a 
week, nine months of the year. We considered it normal. 
We, and our parents and grandparents, have perpetuated 
the system because we like it that way. 

A second reason: Don't think you're going to get out 
of building more school classrooms just by kicking and 
screaming about taxes. 

The youngsters who'll attend the high schools of the 
Sequoia District are already here in the district and if they 
leave because of some unforeseen exodus, they'll be re- 
placed by others. 

But beyond high school, there’s college. 
have to have more college classrooms too. 

There are developments which indicate schools of 
the future will be used longer hours, by larger numbers 
of people, and that they'll be more economical to maintain, 
than now. 

But even with these gains in efficiency, we think the 
growing population and the longer time required to edu- 
cate a person to his best earning potential, justifies a care- 
ful look at “economy moves” which might result in less 
than the best possible education we can afford and which 
we need to compete in the modern world.

Early ‘50's Saw Big Expansion 
Of Fire District Facilities 


(Continued from last week) 

Both staff and plant of the 
Menlo Park Fire District have 
more than doubled during the 
past 11 years. 

The growth of the public ag- 
ency has closely paralleled that 
of the population of the 19- 
square-mile district which it 
serves, however, so the in- 
crease would seem to be a nat- 
ural one. 

The district, as things now 
stand, has more than 70 fire- 
men, operating out of six sta- 
tions, as compared to about 30 
firemen who were serving with 
the district when it started an 
expansion program in 1948. 

In the latter year, few 
could predict the rapidity 
with which new residents 
would come to the area | and 


Speculation 
Rife on 
Structures’ 


Implication that a_ free- 
standing radio antenna is a 
“structure” has led to all sorts 
of speculation among staff 
members at city hall, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The implication was drawn 
at a hearing before the Menlo 
Park planning commission 
Monday night, as members 
tried to determine whether a 
collapsible 70-foot aerial at 
the home of William Orr, 48 
Campbell lane, was legally al- 
lowable. 

If it isn’t the city itself has 
some non-conforming “struc 
tures” of its own, it was specu- 
lated. 

The flag pole at city hall, 
for instance, might be round 
to exceed 35 feet (although it 
hasn’t been officially measur- 
ed yet). Also, power poles in 
residential zones — and pos- 
sibly trees—might be consid- 
ered “structures” if the same 
line of thinking is carried fur- 
ther, said the speculators. 

The civic center is in a resi- 
dential zone classification, as 
are all city parks. Specific 
mention of “government build- 
ings” as proper uses in resi- 
dential areas is included in the 
zoning ordinance. 

Whether or not the city will 
have to apply for variances for 
every city-owned pole of great- 
er-than-35-feet height is pretty 
moot on this point since neith- 
er the planning commission 
or City Attorney James T. 
O’Keefe has come up with a 
formal opinion on flag poles 
and the like. 

In fact, nobody has 
for such an opinion. 

As reported on page one of 
this issue of the Recorder, the 
status of Orr’s antennia is still 
being weighed.

Necessity for weed abate- 
ment assessments in Menlo 
Park are decreasing—the main 
reasons being the success of 
the past program of weed-kill- 
ing and the lessening of vacant 
land here, City Manager John 
R. Johnson told city council- 
ment Tuesday night. 

Assessments totalling $2305 
will be levied this year, he said, 
indicating aboul 200° tots are

the fire district faced the 
same problem of projecting 
needs as any other public 
agency, or any private busi- 
ness. 

However, Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff, who headed the depart- 
ment at the time, was deter- 
mined that the district’s fire- 
men would be as well equipped 
as possible and to that end, 
worked on getting such things 
as new engines. 

One of the first of these was 
obtained from war surplus for 
at the time, with a relatively 
small budget, the cost of a new 


engine was difficult to raise 
“out of pocket.” 
The district, in 1949, pur- 


chased property for a new sta- 
tion at Alameda de las Pulgas 
and Valparaiso avenue and, al- 
thongh there were some mis- 
givings that a bond issue 
should have been floated to fi- 
nance its construction, started 
its fourth station. 

Population growth wasn’t se- 
lective as to areas, however, 
and there were growing needs 
for stations—if growing popu- 
lation remained a criteria—is 
such places as North Fair 
Oaks, and possibly in Belle Ha- 
ven or East Palo Alto as well. 

The next station to be 
built, therefore, was station 
5, in the North Fair Oaks ar- 
ea. It opened in 1952. 

About this time the fire dis- 
trict’s administrators decided 
they’d better get some expert 
advice as to how to proceed in 
providing more fire protection, 
with an eye to two things: 
First, they wanted to expand 
in the proper direction so that 
the money spent would result 
in lower fire insurance rates 
and second, they wanted to 
have a blueprint to ‘‘sell” the 
voters for a bond issue. 

The commissioners  there- 
fore called in engineers of the 
Board of Fire Underwriters of 
the Pacific and asked them 
what the cistrict should have. 

After several weeks of study, 
the engineers made several 
recommendations, including 
those for a new headquarters 
station, a new East Palo Alto 
station, a new installation in 
Belle Haven, alarm systems in 
the district’s commercial and 
industrial areas, and some rec- 
ommendations as to new equip- 
ment. 

The fire district then called 
a bond issue election. 

The bond issue was defeat- 
ed by a wide margin. It fail- 
ed to get even a popular ma- 
joirty, much less the requir- 
ed two-thirds. 

Commissioners, taken aback 
by this; decided they’d have to 
purchase any future improve- 
ments out of the annual bud- 
gets. 

This they proceeded to do, 
opening the district’s station 6 
in 1953 and financing the new 
headquarters station in 1956. 

Some of the recommenda- 
tions of the underwriters were- 
n’t acted upon, and some have 
since been replaced or chang- 
ed. 

The opening of Bohannon In- 
dustrial Park, for instance, 
leads to the question of wheth- 
er that area would provide a 
better, or worse, place for a 
fire station than Belle Haven. 
And the East Palo Alto station 
was constructed with sufficient 
space for three engines, rather 
than the standard number of 
two pieces of apparatus, so it’s 
better able to fulfill protective 
requirements for both East Pa- 
lo Alto and Belle Haven.

Increase in County Spending 


‘Modest’ Compared to Others

Now that the county budget 
of $30-million-plus is official, 
we have to admit that maybe 
our county is just a little bit 
on the “piker” side at that. 
Sure we’re spending more mo- 
ney every year — something 
about three million this year 
——but when we look at some of 
the spending programs in the 
state’s two-billion-plus budget, 
it makes our increases look 
small indeed. 

In addition to the count- 
less new bureaus set up un- 
der the Brown administra- 
tion, let’s look at some of the 
other budget figures. The 
California Youth Authority 
is allocated $18,472,000, an in- 
crease of 104 per cent over 
the $9,057,000 in 1955-56. Ex- 
penditures for state colleges 
rose from $22,789,000 to $66,- 
469,000, an increase of 192

Will Rogers 
Death Was 
Announced 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 

Augest 16, 1935: 

According to radio reports 
received this morning, Will 
Rogers, California’s most be- 
loved screen star, and Wiley 
Post, world famous aviator, 
were killed some time last 
night about 15 miles south of 
Point Barrow on a return trip 
from Alaska.

These examples are by no 
means unique. The department 
of corrections in 1960-61 will in- 
crease its expenditures 70 per 
cent over 1955-56; the depart- 
ment of natural resources in- 
creased 86 per cent; the Uni- 
versity of California has in- 
creased 76 per cent, and the 
department of mental hygiene 
has gone up 80 per cent. Total 
general fund expenditures have 
increased 81 per cent in the 
five years, while revenues from 
all sources have increased only

San Mateo County’s spend- 
ing program cannot be called 
cheap by any standard, but 
we'll have to adimt that we’re 
doing better than most gov- 
ernment agencies. 


Taxpayers are promised a 
five-cent tax reduction this 
year and assessment figures 
show how that can be done ev- 
en with higher spending. The 
county assessment roll jumped 
a healthy 10.74 per cent this 
year from $690,024,800 to $760,- 
723,479. On top of that the 
county utilities roll increased, 
9.20 per cent, from $64,760,460 
to $70,721,640. 

People in the south end of 
the county will feel the five- 
cent after last year’s reasses- 
sing program, but the north 
county section is getting it 
with increased valuations. 

We had hoped that the in- 
creased valuations placed by 
the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion ($6 millions) might al- 
low for more than the five- 
cent tax cut that had been 
promised, but ’tis not so, we 
are told. 


There seems to be little 
doubt that all county employ- 
ees will be in line for a salary 
boost after the present study 
is completed. 

Every taxing agency in the 
area has granted raises and 
this county must stay in line. 

It may be a month or two 
before such a hike would take 
effect so the savings from July 
first to the date of adoption of 
the new schedule will be small 
but something.
